The 
sponded throwing second picket line 
around the nearby Waltham News- 
Tribune, also owned the Post Corpor- 
ation. Massey responded firing 
veteran editorial employees the 
Waltham paper for refusing cross the 
picket lines. Unfair-labor-practice 
charges were thrown him from all di- 
rections. Oh, and somewhere along the 
line, all this got more less forgotten, 
and the stalemate revolved around the 
company’s stubborn refusal hire back 
five strikers who had allegedly tossed 
eggs, slashed tires, and scrawled graffiti 
the Transcript walls. There 
was way that the union could agree 
that. just didn’t make sense,” said 
Vuytowicz, everyone else back 
and leave few guys Thus did 
strike somehow become the issue, rather 
than, you know, the symptom. Thus, 
short, did near-year the bricks 
happen without single bread-and-butter 
issue ever being raised.

ment-rights clause (plus healthy wage in- 
creases, apparently), but 
marked with some bitterness that 
would rather have refused settle, and 
that was pressured into good-faith 
serious errors committed his Bos- 
ton attorney, errors that would have 
caused him real problems NLRB 
hearing. (The unnamed lawyer, for 
example, had advised him insist this 
was “economic” strike, when. the 
thing was very clearly labor 


strike.) These apparent errors, 
reportedly said, might very well have 
cost the company two three mil- 
lion dollars back wages 

Thus does really dumb chapter 
labor relations draw close, happy 
ending that seems due mainly and 
appropriately really dumb lawyer.

Banks must provide their customers with record 
their EFT transactions you use ATM with- 
draw money make deposit, you use point-of- 
sale terminal pay for purchase, you should get writ- 
ten receipt showing the amount the transfer, the date 
was made, and other information. Your periodic state- 
ment must also show all electronic transfers and from 
your account, including those made electronic 
terminals ordered telephone. Your monthly state- 
ment your proof payment, your record for tax pur- 
poses, and your way reconciling EFT transactions with 
your account balance. 

The bank must give customer days report 
error (counting from when the first erroneous state- 
ment was mailed), and must investigate the problem 
and resolve within days. 

the event lost stolen EFT card, 
liability limited $50 provided has notified the 
bank within two business days. Otherwise, the customer 
liable for $500, and unauthorized transfer 
appearing statement not reported within days, 
the customer risks unlimited loss transfers made after 
the 60-day period. This means you could lose all the 
money your account plus your maximum overdraft 
line credit. 

Finally, bank other financial institution may send 
you valid EFT card only you ask for one, and such 
card must accompanied information about your 
rights and responsibilities concerning loss, error, stop- 
payment procedures, and conditions under which the 
bank will give information third parties about your 
account.

word has its uses,

These days, every third review read uses 
the word talk about 
descriptive powers: novel feels like 
movie, seems, when its descriptive pas- 
sages are once visual and active; that is, 
when they evoke the mind’s eye 
image that moves. the novels 
Thomas Hardy were being disseminated 
only now, sure they, too, would 
dubbed Reading his descrip- 
tion barn dance the implacable 
sunstruck field, one ‘can envision the 
scene shot shot, gesture gesture, 
image image, because that’s the way 
Hardy unveils before us. Never mind 
that was writing his novels the Jast 
three decades the 19th century they 
fairly beg filmed. Their rhythms are 
movie-like: little tiptoes and scatter-steps 
and then the sudden leap onto some vast, 
wrenchingly plateau. The 
people his books are beautiful and 
haunted and mythic, good movie char- 
acters ought be. There’s even some- 
descriptions nature reflect his char- 
acters’ emotions, something that approxi- 
mates thematic montage. And yet, there 
has never been good movie made from 
Thomas Hardy novel. One the rea- 
sons very simple: passage that’s 
miracle the page may. become very 
commonplace when doggedly trans- 
ferred the screen. What's really cine- 
matic novels almost never descrip- 
tion, style, technique it’s usually 
raw, straightforward action: gunfights, 
bank robberies, battles. Roman Polan- 
Tess (at the Cheri), exceedingly 
faithful adaptation Tess the 
the sequences that seem 


the most cinematic the barn dance and 


the reaper scene, for instance are pre- 


exactly Hardy describes them, 


and, perhaps our surprise, they leave 
cold. 

True, very pretty. The 
matography, begun Geoffrey Uns- 
worth and completed Ghislain Clo- 
quet after Unsworth’s death, lustrous 
and entrancing, and one sits back sort 
placid wonder the palpable thick- 
ness the cotton-cloth aprons and 
dresses, the way the crimson light 
sunset eddies through whis- 
kers. The bright, pastoral landscapes, full 
plump figures bent over sheaves 
wheat, look like Courbets, and one can 
feel what Courbet called heroism 
modern the scenes noble peas- 
ants confronting the noisy, smoky farm- 
ing machines that the Industrial Revolu- 
tion has spat into their midst. The images 
reflect the action, just they the 
novel fact, that’s part the 
problem. When dramatic grays streak the 
sky during particularly ominous 
sequence, though. enormous 
finger were scrawling the word 
among the thunderheads. 
Hardy’s prose, course, the same image- 
never seems pat overt; it’s trans- 
porting. One senses the spooky symbi- 
osis earth and man, nature and emo- 
tion; one apprehends the truth super- 
and the pagan heritage that 
delights Hardy; one tastes the terror and 
exaltation that everything 


world lives with breathes, fact, like 
common atmosphere. Polanski has 
reduced wildest, most myster- 
ious evocations the natural world 
the picturesque. 

lot people have wondered how 
that director fascinated may- 
hem and grotesquerie could make such 
becalmed, aestheticized movie. mean, 
would George Romero film The Mill 
the Floss? Some have even interpreted 
Tess sort apology. Having fled the 
United States just ahead statutory- 
rape charge, Polanski is, they believe, like 
naughty boy who makes big show 
dressing Sunday and heading for 
church. This, think, not precisely the 
case. late wife, Sharon Tate, 
had long wanted him film 
novel, and appears that when fi- 
nally approached the book, Polanski dis- 
covered that reflected his own situa- 
tion. The story begins when 
farmer, learns he’s descendant the 
sends Tess (Nastassia Kinski) off seek 
her the hands Alec d’Urber- 
ville (Leigh Lawson), the young land- 
owner who has purchased the 
name add nobility his 
riches. But Alec falls love with Tess, 
when she resists his advances, 
forces them her.

Even Angel Clare (Peter Firth), the ideal- 
istic parson’s son whom she loves, can- 
not forgive her. imagines himself so- 
cialist and free-thinker, but he’s stern 
his hidebound ideology the church- 
goers flouts; him, fact, Tess’s 
past exposes her the dregs deca- 
dent, enfeebled aristocracy. Hardy calls 
Tess pure woman” and world 
sullied moral rules and ideological atti- 
tudes, the pure are doomed. 

One can easily envision 
taking such tale his bosom; may 
well view himself victim social 
rigidity and the tyranny convention 
after all, he’s exile because fol- 
lowed his heart. And yet Tess isn’t the 
impassioned outcry one might expect 
Polanski has made that soggy old 
thing: art film. People seem like this 
movie, despite its three-hour length, and 
that’s not, think, because does what 
novel does doesn’t shake 
you or-tear you inside. because, 
like art films from David and Lisa 
Madame Rosa, Tess rather soothing. 
For all the harshness the story, this 
pipe dream movie: takes you some- 
place exotic, immerses you elegance 
and romance, and then releases you very 
gently back into your life, assuring you 
your refinement. It’s not art all. 
art-like. Tess feeds sort romanti- 
cized self-pity. indeed Polanski sees 
himself mirrored Tess’s story and, 
according Nastassia Kinski, 
not the resilient, sensual, 
quietly outraged character that Hardy 
imagined, but victim: beaten and 
withdrawn. The movie not without 
power; there’s emotional undertow 
that builds watch horror heaped

Not that there haven’t been improve- 
ments.

Allegro Brillante, the eight 
women the corps were actually 
fairly uniform height (the opening, with 
the dancers already wheeling motion 
the curtain goes up, looked pretty 
impressive, even seen between the late- 
comers). the course the evening, 
noticed only couple dancers buckl- 
ing under certain steps.

Kataya Kolodzie, who made big 
success the Sugar-Plum Fairy short 
notice last Christmas, appeared the 
Highland sylph Scotch Symphony and 
was the most appealing figure the 
company. She has delicate, pliable body 
and winning, natural, responsive smile 
(not plastic mask). the Adagio pas 
deux, she has spin pointes away 
from the embrace her partner, still 
holding him with one hand, her other 
hand stretched out before her; then wrap- 


ping, her ,arm, she 


winds back him. Here, Kolodzie pro- 
vided the evening with its most touching 
moments. She’s natural, though she still 
seemed quite shaky the deceptively 
weightlessness her supported 
balances. Leigh Spencer, the whirling 
Choleric Temperament, had funny way 
arching her neck forward, but other- 
wise this graduate School 
American Ballet was technically secure 
and had the true Balanchine brio. 

many the dancers seemed vague 
and ineffectual that it’s almost ungrate- 
ful complain about those who did any- 
thing decisive though wrong. Durine 
Alinova and Nicolas Pacana, good 
dancers, played the second theme The 
Four Temperaments only for speed and 
laughs; Tony Catanbaro, with his small, 
thick build, made campy clumsy shtick 
out the complex Phlegmatic solo. They 
were lively and amusing, but they threw 
the rest the ballet out focus (some 
people thought was all joke). Here 
were places where, time, Violette Verdy 
might exert more stylistic influence. I’m 
particularly curious about one decision 
The Four Temperaments. the very 
end, after each the four principal 
ballerinas had been lifted long arc 
across the stage (like suns rising and set- 
ting), Sanguinic Elaine Bauer was lifted 
and carried all the way from center stage 
into the wings deep backbend, her 
arms thrown behind her. Balanchine, 
scraping off some the accumulated 
excesses for 1975 revival, had the 
dancers simply run off after four lifts. 
When Suzanne Farrell made one 
rare and stupendous appearances 
Sanguinic two years ago, she restored the 
final lift, but its original position, just 
before she disappeared into the wings 
subtly brilliant piece musical and 
dramatic punctuation. Where did the 
Boston version come from? whose 
authority? Important work remains not 
only finding more dancers who can 
the steps wonderfully, but 
them the meaning what they’re doing.

Australian film industry 
already seem afflicted with 


From world- 
class moviemaking nation scarcely out 
short pants one expects sense conta- 
gious excitement, the urgency young 
talents; instead, films like The Last 
Wave, Newsfront, Brilliant Career, 
and The Getting Wisdom, the Aus- 
tralians have synthesized grand man- 
ner suggestive long and ossified tradi- 
tion.

media development peculiar 
the history modern art. Artists and 
critics sympathetic this trend argue 
that has afforded greater latitude 
technique and expression.

Whereas most printmaking tech- 


niques entail incising metallic surface 
that will hold ink through repeated 
impressions, monotype involves taking 
impressions from smooth surface 
marked with ink paint. The technique 
was pioneered Giovanni Benedetto 
Castiglione (an Italian contemporary 
Rembrandt), but very few artists prac- 
ticed until the revival printmaking 
mid-19th-century France. the term 
monotype implies, this process produces 
only one image (at best, very few), 
whereas other printmaking techniques 
yield many impressions. Even when you 
know something the process, the 
visual singularity monotype image 
surprising. this singularity (quite dis- 
tinct from the physical uniqueness 
painting piece sculpture) that seems

define the mode feeling. 

fact, not every monotype sing- 
but even when more than one 
impression produced, the ephemeral 
quality each extremely vivid com- 
pared that impressions taken from 
etching lithograph. The present 
exhibition offers several instructive 
examples multiple impressions. Two 
successive images Castiglione’s 
with the Head Goliath,” for in- 
stance, reveal the changes tone and 
atmosphere that occurred once the plate 
lost its definition. One great difficulty 
show like this that successive impres- 
sions the same monotype image may 
located different continents.

The assorted 
prigs and stiff-necks family are 
marvelous, and are the jolly, ruddy 
folk who work the dairy where Tess 
meets Clare; balance, Polanski brings 
more vitality the comic scenes than 
the reverently reproduced desolation. 
And the rare occasion that ven- 
tures touch that’s not Hardy all, 
the film can magical. prim vicar 
appears, just the novel, but Polan- 
ski has turned him into beekeeper tend- 
ing his hives, and Tess approaches 
ask would give her illegitimate son 
Christian burial, his fussiness and his odd 
apiarist’s hat give him avuncular air. 
refuses Tess, however, and she 
rebukes him. And just then, wind 
arises. close-up Tess, her hair 
swarming angrily around her face, and 
then close-up the vicar. His black 
veil swirls the air like 
phantom; covers his face, obscures it, 
seems attacking him. And 
turns away, faceless creature shrouded 
writhing black, the whirring his bees 
grows louder and more ominous. 
like fierce chorus, and the way they hum 
makes the air seem full demons, Furies, 
wraiths.

ideas. drew upon impressionist com- 
posers and pop tunesmiths well jazz 
sources (like Bud Powell and Lennie Tris- 
tano) for his harmonies, and uncom- 
rich gradations touch lent 
further depth his voicings. influ- 
ences were heard his work, they had 
already been synthesized and trans- 
formed into something new. 

Beyond the difficulties young 
musician faces cracking the inner circle 
established players, Evans seemed par- 
ticularly ill-suited become shaper 
the post-bop period. was intro- 
verted and musically soft-spoken white 
pianist emerging time that black 
players were stressing funk and driving 
rhythms (in part reaction West 
Coast cool). The extent which Evans 
was accepted his black contempo- 
raries, and the influence that had upon 
the succeeding generation, testifies the 
strength his approach. the same 
time, the lines between cool and hard bop, 
the intellectual and the visceral, were not 
drawn rigidly hindsight might sug- 
gest. Several important black leaders 
stamped their music with intellectual 
probing and scholarly rigor, and for them 
Bill Evans was the perfect sideman.

oft-quoted ‘remark that Evans 
“plays piano the way should 
dispelled much the racially 
motivated resistance Evans that re- 
mained among the hard boppers and gave 
major boost his career. Whether 
playing was affected much 
his reputation, less clear, for, has 
often been the Davis hires 
promising sidemen, difficult tell 
who influenced whom. Davis had em- 
ployed harmonic suspensions and writ- 
ten the scale-based before 
Evans joined his band, but the 
arrival catalyzed more comprehensive 
investigation modal playing. Thus, 
though the compositions Kind Blue 
are credited exclusively Davis, they are 
more likely the joint product leader 
and sideman. day Miles’s apart- 
Evans once said this point, 
wrote the symbols for minor and 
augmented. And said, ‘What would 
you with that?’ didn’t really know, 
but went home and wrote ‘Blue 
For his part, Davis has com- 
mented that sure learned lot from Bill 
And once Evans left, Davis set 
aside the more open, uncluttered tex- 
tures Kind Blue until 1963, when 
hired Herbie Hancock/Ron Car- 
ter/Tony Williams rhythm section, which 
understood among other things the 
intervening achievement the Bill Evans 
Trio. 

The classic Evans trio, with Scott 
LaFaro bass and Paul Motian 
drums, existed from late 1959 until 
LaFaro’s death July, 1961, highway 
accident. This was astounding period 
for jazz innovation, with Ornette Cole- 
man eliciting both raves and outrage, 
Mingus discovering natural ally with 
the arrival Eric Dolphy his band, 
and Coltrane’s quartet formulating its 
own incantatory alternative. judge 
from its recorded legacy (all which 
available two Milestone sets, Spring 
Leaves and The Village Vanguard Ses- 
sions), the Evans trio belongs this 
select company for its continuing ex- 
ploration modal structures, the in- 
tensity its lyricism, and its unprece- 
dented stress group interaction. 

This last achievement was the most 
startling, soft-spoken preview the 
freedom and ensemble give- 


and-take that became familiar trade- 
marks the less tempered ‘60s avant- 
garde. Rather than adopt the piano-trio 
norm (exemplified time the 
Oscar Peterson Trio), which the piano 
pre-empted the musical foreground while 
bass and drums performed subsidiary 
time-keeping functions, Evans upset the 
balance. LaFaro became second lead 
voice, while Motian was free play pat- 
terns around the implicit 4/4 beat. 
Scott LaFaro, with his startling vir- 
tuosity and equally bold melodic imag- 
ination, was the key the trio’s effec- 
tiveness. His oblique, quicksilver forays 
across the entire range the bass drove 
the group’s more uptempo pieces and 
helped sustain Evans’s uncommonly slow 
ballads. For his part, Evans had de- 
veloped even more sensitive touch and 
deeper feeling for locked-hand har- 
monies, but the need accommodate 
LaFaro forced rethinking the 
pianist’s melodic style. order leave 
room for the bassist’s thrusts, Evans 
began play less; his lines grew more 
fragmented, with longer stretches 


silence. The mix LaFaro’s 


ness, Motian’s quietly bustling brushes, 
and increasingly introverted Evans 
the Village Vanguard recordings (taped 
the last day the trio played together) 
produced vital, complex collective im- 
provisations; amid the interplay, though, 
one sensed that Evans’s playing might 
dissolve diaphanous haze. 

LaFaro’s presence forced Evans 
his conceptual limits, then the 
death left Evans with the problem 
what next. continued pursuit 
the collective approach would require 
bassist with the iconoclastic presence 
LaFaro, while less presumptuous player 
would implicitly force Evans reassert 
himself along more established lines. Also 
the offing was the choice between freer 
compositions and pop songs. 1961, 
jazz was clearly heading into less struc- 
tured territories, and few players were 
equipped follow this path better than 
Evans; yet the deeply ingrained 
sense form and intense lyricism led 
him favor show tunes and movie 
themes. 

These tensions worked themselves out 
the early ‘60s, Evans tried recon- 
cile his pre-LaFaro and LaFaro-period 
styles. First hired bassist Chuck 
Israels, whose heavier, more settled lines 
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forced Evans show more the old 
straight-ahead assertiveness his own 
playing. The 1962 recordings with 
Israels, reissued The Second Trio 
(Milestone), contain several fine per- 
formances, but the interplay decidedly 
less magical and more conservative. Early 
trio totally his own terms, Evans 
created three-part overdub perform- 
ances for Conversations with Myself 
(now out print). The album turned out 
triumph both technology and 
feeling that allowed the pianist cook 
(‘How About brood 
Lark,” eulogy for fellow 
pianist/fellow junkie Sonny Clark), and 
through thick yet intimate keyboard tap- 
estries. This bold experiment, unprece- 
dented and, for the working musician, 


practically useless, was many ways 


grand finale innovative years. 

Toward the end 1963, place 
was taken Gary Peacock, the first and 
perhaps the only bassist match and 
ultimately surpass LaFaro’s freewheeling 
attack. quickly became apparent that 
the leader’s allegiance song form could 
not contain the bolder overtures his 
accompanists. Peacock and Motian both 
left after few months play freer music 
with Paul Bley, pianist who had already 
taken Evans’s 1961 proclivities step 
further. Evans was left consolidate 
what was now fixed and popularly 
accepted sound. 

What resulted, and remained fairly 
constant during the last years 
career, was standardized and 
slightly more muscular version the 
LaFaro/Motian band. Evans began 
play more and add weight his touch, 
Eddie Gomez (on board for more than 
decade) leaped and plumbed the far 
reaches the bass, and succession 
drummers stroked busy, 
terns. Although the music that resulted 
suggested the first Evans trio, much 
the collective magic was gone. Gomez 
was flashy, yet many his effects 
sounded predictable and oblivious 
what Evans was doing (charges that never 
could have been leveled against 
most the drummers, especially the 
grating Marty Morel, had blurry sounds 
and little feeling for dynamics. Occa- 
sionally the creative level was inspired, 
the deleted 1968 Montreux with 


Jack DeJohnette and The Tokyo Con- 
cert (Fantasy) from 1973, but even these 
suggest three individuals carrying the 


routine. 


Although Evans did not record ex- 
clusively with trios during his final years, 
most his special projects failed reach 
the peaks earlier efforts. Variations 
Conversations with Myself were 
attempted, employing one, two, and three 
pianos, but none captured the taut beauty 
the original, just recent expansions 
into quintets with horns lacked the 
balance Interplay. There were 
also frequent experiments with electric 
piano, two duo albums with Gomez, and 
Claus Ogerman’s orchestral piece Sym- 
biosis (Pausa), all successful far they 
went. His ability personalize the often 
anonymous sound the Fender Rhodes 
says much for Evans’s own mastery, yet 
electric keyboards were never more than 
curiosity. Only the last year his life, 
with excellent new trio featuring Marc 
Johnson’s bass and Joe 
drums, did indicate that could 
reclaim the ensemble brilliance his first 
band. Warner Bros. recorded the trio 
the Vanguard last summer but has chosen 
hold the results favor You Must

session (with Gomez and drummer Eliot 
Zigmund) released this month. 


While the context which Evans pre- 
sented his music ultimately grew routine 
and bit disappointing, the substance 
his personality remained compelling. Pre- 
dictability format should not obscure 
the singular and lasting contributions 
great musician; and just can still 
respond Garner’s ebullience and 
Monk’s angular richness, the Evans mix 
intelligence and sentiment worked 
the end. Evans found ways (mainly 
seeking out new compositions from such 
kindred spirits Johnny Mandel, Claus 
Ogerman, Steve Swallow, and Earl 
Zindars) move even when 
longer surprised. The challenges his 
music finally stood for were those sen- 
sitivity: maintain heartfelt emotion yet 
avoid mawkishness, exercise wit with- 
out sarcasm. such refinements are the 
special province the white jazz musi- 
cian (one recalls John Coltrane’s double- 
edged observation that all play 
like Stan Getz their value 
way refuted. Bill Evans 
played too rare take for granted, 
and long Bill Evans continued 
play, knew such beauty could not 
become anachronism. 
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good, but his phrasing will good and 
will usually like his playing like 
Chet Baker singing. 

Fagen: The Jewish people are very 
rhythmic. racial thing. was just 
born with it. 

Becker: Tay-Sachs swing.

Fagen: Whoever they may be. 

Becker: All those zombies. But 
don’t feel scornful. It’s matter cul- 
tural heritage. mean, swinging like 
does, Fagen should probably sing, “You 
don’t know what golem is,” 
don’t know how many candles 

Fagen: grew close metro- 
politan area (New York City). Jew- 
ish.

But don’t think 
I'll have much argument 
with God. don’t scare 
worth damn. don’t bother 
me. it’s hell going to, 
face it. But don’t think I’ve done 
wrong. 

said that ‘Great Balls 
Fire’ was pure sex,” the Killer 
continues, picking steam.

For the next 
years, Lewis spent more than 300 
days year the road, playing 
one-night stands. surfaced 
Shindig, network rock ‘n’ roll 
show the but mostly 
was forgotten.

Karen Kane was one the first 
recording engineers Boston 
make freelancer. She has 
served staff Intermedia 
New York, but for the past three 
years she has divided her time 
between several local studios. 
Kane created the 
shift Soundtrack, the North 
End, where she still does most 
her 24-track work; her eight- and 
16-track sessions are generally 
held Sound Techniques, 
Watertown. She one the 
best-known “demo” engineers 
the area, but she also has many 
album releases among her credits. 
Born New York City, Kane 
29. 

David Butler recently 
became “one the people 
always warned myself 
turning 30. Butler served chief 
engineer Shaggy Dog Studios 
and Northern Recording before 
striking out his own about two 
years ago. For most the 
projects now takes on, Butler 
acts both engineer and pro- 
ducer. works primarily

His company, O.T.L. (Out 
Lunch) Productions, 
engaged many other areas 
the electronics world, from sales 
custom equipment modifica- 
tion and service. Originally from 
Washington, DC, Butler came 
Massachusetts 1973. 

Jay Mandel, from darkest 
Brooklyn, got his start the 
business early age engi- 
neering live-music broadcasts for 
the legendary Free Music Store 
New York’s radio WBAI. Mandel 
the owner Triton Produc- 
tions Boston, which comprises 
record label, Titanium, design 
and research facility, music- 
production company, and 16- 
track studio that boasts one the 
finest rare-microphone collec- 
tions the world. Mandel re- 
sponsible for recording and de- 
veloping some finest 
bands the past decade, but 
constantly complaining about the 
local music scene and threaten- 
ing move New York and 
into the shoe business. admits 
being years old. 

The Phoenix interviewer 
Paul Lehrman, who has ex- 
tensive experience both sides 
the studio glass, well 
little behind the typewriter. He, 
too, from New York. 

Phoenix: Boston has gained 
reputation “Demo City.” 
you think deserved, and 
you think that moniker good 
for the musicians and the studios 
here? 

Butler: generally try refute 
that. I’m trying remove the 
phrase tape” from the re- 
cording vernacular. see one 
the best ways that bands can 
piss money down the drain. 
encourage all the people I’ve 
been working with view re- 
cording project investment, 
set there some way 
seeing return out it. gear 
much the stuff I’m working 
with possible toward least 
regional release, and bring 
stage where it’s presentable for 
airplay, locally. 


Mandel: find difficult see 
situations where group can 
actually benefit from the creative 
process the other side the 
glass when producer 
hired for one-shot experience. 
The best way for producer 
gain insight into the artistic and 
marketing potential and the logi- 
cal goals band work with 
the act some form long-term 
relationship. But true that 
Boston rather infamous for 
situations where people are con- 
tracted for one-shot sessions. 

Butler: There’s never chance 
for group artist and pro- 
ducer get level where each 
understands what the other 
doing, and achieve much more 
than what could called 
just lacks that certain quality that 
could make salable com- 
modity. 

Phoenix: That must happen 
lot. the 850 bands listed 
the last issue the Phoenix 
Guide Boston Bands, the great 
majority would the one-shot 
market. 

Mandel: And they from 
there not being the next 
issue the Guide Boston 
Bands. The tragedy the repu- 
tation that Boston has being 
demo capital the quadrant 
that the city has never developed 
the point where can dis- 
cover, develop, and maintain 
talent over long period time. 
Because work can done here 
cheaply and quickly, everyone 
supposes, then the time 
being taken develop the kind 
relationships. that can result 
valid product. 

Phoenix: But demos make 
large part, not most, the 
recording business the area. 
That market pays the rent for 
least five six dozen small 
studios around -Boston. would 
call that unique situation. 

Butler: Actually, only seems 
that way. you look New 
York LA, the number 
studios per square foot great 
deal larger. New York, 
not surviving demos, but 
experiencing four- and eight- 
track sprawl, you can assume 
there are lot them being done 
there. get the impression that 
lot places here are intent

that’s just offshoot the fact 
that there very little serious 
engineering production talent 
the area. Several the best 
people that have worked here had 
the sense pack their bags and 
head for the Coast, leaving the 
local bands try pick out the 
best from field bozos and 
floor sweepers managed 
scrape enough buy Tas- 
cam eight-track. other metro- 
politan centers, the pressure 
the job would weed people like 
that out pretty fast. 

Kane: think that the lack 
good facilities has been respon- 
sible for the bad image. How can 
major label consider coming 
here and working with act 
when there are studios that are 
par? But think the past 
three years, Boston has changed. 
More major labels are consider- 
ing the city, because there are 
now least handful studios 
that are good any small ones 
New York. They will never 
give the Record Plant anything 
worry about, but they can com- 
pete very well, terms equip- 
ment and rates, with many other 
places. think the people 
New York and Los Angeles knew 
about some the facilities here, 
would attract lot more label 
work. And beginning 
pen: Also, the fact that lot 
talent has recently been signed 
out the area bringing lot 
attention Boston. 

Phoenix: What the purpose 
demo tape? How does dif- 
fer from master? 

Kane: lot time for me, 
there difference. When 
the work some- 
thing going released.

know that not too many people 
are going hear it. hear 
band come the studio, how- 
ever, and they say, it’s just 
demo,” that ruins for little.

Kane: true that group 
with single can get more money 
from clubs, but you don’t need 
single get airplay. There are 
several stations here that will play 
tapes, and I’ve had least one 
client who made simple demo 
and got the air, and now 
she’s level that other groups 
have been scratching for years 
achieve. But there are other pur- 
poses for demo recording. 
band has money, it’s great for 
them take the time learn 
about recording techniques, and 
also try out arrangements 
recording situation. And band 
trying get record companies 
interested, then the best way 
that make recording, 
whether it’s released not. 

Phoenix: When group comes 
you and asks you engineer 
produce it, what you tell it? 

Butler: work lot collaborat- 
beneficial that whoever acting 
the other half the team 
moderately well educated. They 
should understand 
tions the studio, and what par- 
ticular techniques can help them 
achieve what trying do. 
The biggest factor, course, 
working with them how they 
will make use their studio time. 
first discussion with group 
may include saying, 
depending your ambitions, 
this should take between and 
hours and invariably 
jaws drop all over the room. 
“Hey, man, only three- 
minute song we'll come in, 
we'll set up, play, and then 
point where you have get them 
understand that they want 
achieve, for example, strong 
rhythm-section sound, and 
the rhythm, along with the lyrics, 
that sells most material, then 
may matter spending 
hours, even sessions, estab- 
lishing that sound. 

Mandel: also important 
determine whether the personnel 
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the group are fact capable 
performing that situation, 
studio, with producer. 

Butler: You see, producer 
like, someone who comes into 
studio, and, like, pushes every- 
body around, and like, snorts 
most your blow and attempts 
cop feels from your old lady 
while trying vocal 
tracks. One the first things I’ve 
got work out with act 
exactly what think should 
doing. 

Mandel: 
specifications women and 
drugs. 

Butler: One the most impor- 
tant things set right the be- 
ginning who going have 
the final say. got avoid 
letting things get too democratic. 
There have been one two acts 
seen over the last years 
who had enough collective con- 
sciousness make stuff work 
like that, but otherwise just 
boils down one two people 
the group, whoever 
financing the group, the engi- 
neer/producer. 

Kane: Usually it’s obvious who 
the person whom should 
dealing with. When not, 
look for the songwriter, who 
should know best what the song 
about. Sometimes, although 
really hard, try work with 
everyone the same time. Then 
become co-producer with the 
whole band. suggest things, but 
also know when shut up. But 
never get into real 
role most, will co-produce 
recording with the band, but then 
theirs. don’t work spec, 
for example, just get paid and 
they get the tape. 

Phoenix: you sign con- 
tracts with potential clients, are 
verbal agreements usually suffi- 
cient? 
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Kane: Even when get into 
long-term agreements, always 
work out everything verbally. 
Bands have told me, “if get 
signed for album, we'll take 
you with us.” That may mean 
end second engineer, which 
fine. Sometimes believe them, 
sometimes don’t. The fact that 
was stated, that the desire keep 
for me. enjoy the compliment. 
One producer work with, who 
handles lot bands, will work 
with one but me. know this 
true don’t need contracts with 
him. suppose things ever get 
crucial point, will have 
pass paper, but had any 
trouble yet.

Butler: always try pass 
some paper, because find that 
the basics are written down, 
keeps the whole 
much more positive. There’s 
much less confusion. I’ve had 
some really painful situations 
which everything was thoroughly 
discussed and understood but got 
into deep chaos later. find, 
however, that heavy, detailed 
contracts can very intimidat- 
ing artist-producer relations. 
try keep simple and direct 
responsible for what and 
who’s entitled what. I’ve seen 
cases where trying get 
something paper has blown 
the situation completely. the 
very least, when you for 
heavy contract, the group loses 
inertia. They might have been 
really hot and ready go, but 
they get scared when lawyers 
start flicking nine-page docu- 
ments back and forth and talking 
phrases that are totally con- 
ventional the lawyers but 
which the group totally un- 
familiar with. Next thing you 
know, they’re talking another 
studio producer, because 
take them the basis 
nothing more elaborate than 
letter agreement. 


Mandel: experience, 
contracts are intimidating but 
necessary. true that artist 
may spin 180 degrees and vanish 
when confronted with contrac- 
tual listing obligations, but any 
producer who places high value 
his work understands that 
without the contractual specifi- 
cation, the result.of any work that 
takes place will likely not realize 
the goals the producer had when 
took the project. 


Butler: You have find the 
line, determine how complex 
the arrangement is, and where 
depends producer’s rela- 
tionship with given artist. 
ended leaving one studio asso- 
ciation because the house, which 
had participated with lot 
projects, felt that their return 
was too low, and correctly so, due 
lack written understand- 
ings and control. they de- 
veloped very intensive artist 
contract, which took serious 
issue with. felt was de- 
tailed and technical that anyone 
who could afford the legal advice 
necessary translate and nego- 
tiate could just easily find 
outside financing for their 
project. Conversely, someone 
who really needed that 
deal possibly afford 
wade through the jargon. 


Mandel: However, the aggra- 
vation and expense proper 
contracts decidedly secondary 
the expense years litiga- 
tion, which often the result 
not taking the right steps the 
outset. There fine line 
between alienating act that you 
feel has potential and protecting 
yourself, but the risk crossing 
that line has taken, because 
it’s more frustrating follow 
through project successfully 
and not realize your personal 
goals than feel that you 
turned down working with act 
because wasn’t ‘your best 
career interest. 


Butler: take issue with that, 


the fact that any contract, 
matter how well drawn, can 
broken. You can cover your ass 
coming and gaing, but 
always going some son 
bitch who one look 
and say, loophole.

Kane: For people who are not 
experienced the studio, will 
suggest that they some kind 
home recording, cassette 
four-track, whatever they have. 
they can pay for pre-production 
studio, that’s very good 
idea. One band I’m working with 
did very smart thing. They took 
whole weekend the studio, 
and recorded everything 
two-track. gave them chance 
get used the studio, and 
working with me, and gave 
chance learn the material, and 
get feel for the songs. 

Butler: like take band into 
16- 24-track room and record 
them live. Get really clean tape, 
maybe splash some effects on, 
and listen hear that all the parts 
are working, while getting 
flying balances. You avoid that 
temptation that you may get 
eight-track room back and 
polish things up. Actually, that’s 
getting little hard do. used 
able into fancy studio 
and pay proportion the 
amount equipment was 
actually using, but can’t that 
anymore too many places. 

Now would probably the 
same thing eight-track 
room. until very recently, the 
eight-track rooms the area just 
set well enough 
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allow function without 
interference from monitoring 
equipment hassles, but over the 
past two years, some studios have 
taken the time and money get 
reasonable sound and keep 
their equipment running. 

Mandel: That kind pre- 
production probably the most 
useful vehicle for producer

top recording act the country 
and wiping them out. 

Phoenix: band coming into 
the studio for the first time 
work with you. What problems 
will have relating the studio 
and the recording process, and 
what you make relax 
and help adjust? 

Kane: they don’t know much 
about recording, then before 
this track one, this track two 
and try make sure they 
really understand going 
happen. It’s important that 
they know the process. don’t 
want anyone ignorant 
going when they’re 
the studio paying money. 

Butler: One the biggest 
things that people don’t realize 
that microphones don’t hear any- 
thing all like ears. Even some- 
thing that sounds relatively good 
live may not record well all. 
Many times I’ve seen, say, 


drummer live, and abso- 
lutely flipped out over what 
was doing, but sound like 
that tape. 

Mandel: worse when 
people assume that microphones 
have universal sound their 
own, and regardless 
being pumped into them, 
going achieve that mystical 
slickness. 

Butler: Something else hap- 
pens first. Groups, when they 
play live, very rarely get hear 
actually happening 
stage, except for what each per- 
son hears himself doing. hear 
comments like, never heard 
you play that lick before,” and 
the other guy turns around and 
says, funny, I’ve been 
playing every night for the past 
three years.’’ Unless lucky 
enough have lot expen- 
sive monitoring gear and one 
those rare competent souls 
running it, they don’t even know 
the time what they should 
sound like, and their first reac- 
tion may be, when they come 
running back into the control 
room, have you done 
mix which will reflect priori- 
ties terms getting stuff 
down, and it’s very rare that 
first-time act will understand 
that, and instead, get enor- 
mously upset. It’s the same with 
headphone mixes. They don’t 
understand that the headphone 


sound isn’t what going 
end with tape that there 
are one, maybe two cue mixes that 
everyone going have live 
with and work off of.

stead being gently steered 
here and there. tune into those 
people whose wavelength can 
readily get and say, for
